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THE BLIND UOMMUNIST OF OHIO. 

Judge West’s blindness is not en- 
tirely of a physical nature. He is also 
blind so faras the property rights of 
others are concerned, but whether this 
obliquity of vision is of the head or the 
heart we are unable to determine at 
this distance. It is certain, however, 
that he is as good a communist as the 
jaubourgs of Paris ever produced. In 
his speech accepting the nomination 
he said: 

{ would arrange and fix a minimum of pri- 
ces for all who labor in the mines and upon the 
railroads, and then require that (of?) all the net 
receipts and proceeds of the capital invested, 
the laborer, at the end of the year, sbould, in 
adiition to his fixed coimpensation, receive a 
certain per cent of the profits. If the receipts 
be sufficient to make a division, we would, in 
God’s name, let the laborer, whois worthy of 
his hire, share a portion of the profits, 

This drew » storm upon his head, 
and in a subsequent interview with a 
convenient reporter of a friendly paper, 
he endeayored to explain his commun- 
ism. His explanation is as bad as his 
Original statement : 

These are only personal opinions of my own, 
for the utterance of which no one is responsible 
but myself. If 1, as the operator of a railway, 
had the power to apply these suggessions ib 
practice, 1 should certainly try the experiment, 
for the Isborer is undoubtediy worthy of his 
hire. All this, however, should be voluntarily 
arranged, because it is beyond the scope of leg- 
islative jurisdiction. 

The demagogical nature of the new 
departure of the bondholders’ party is 
ofcourse apparent. Their standard- 
bearer in Ohio is said to be a cross 
between a demagogue and a visionary 
—probably two-thirds of the former to 
one-third of the latter. In 1853-4 when 
he was an editor of a Know-Nothing 
paper at Bellefontaine, Ohio, he was 
quite as zealous as any mem-~ 
ber of that party’ in preaching 
against foreign cheap labor.

mission, They say, that he was ap- 
pointed asan “old Whig and Union 
man during the war.” They admit 
that he is a man of culture and all that; 
and yet these model civil-service re~ 
formers virtually claim that a civil- 
gervice-reform administration should 
remove a man because of his past pol- 
itics. But let that pass. 
Instead of being an “old line Whig 
and a Union man during the war” they 
claim that documentary — evicence 
proves. that he was the confidential 
agent of the southern confederacy in 
1861, and visited the states of Tennes- 
see and Kentucky as such, endeavor- 
ing to induce the legislatures of those 
states to adopt articles of secession. He 
was successful in the case oi Tennes- 
gee. A transcript from the official re- 
cord of the Tennessee legislature 1s 
shown to prove that under a resolution 
passed April 30, 1861, the two houses 
met in joint session, and were address- 
ed by Mr. Hilliard, who was introduced 
by a special message from Isham G. 
Harris, then Governor of Tennessee, 
and now a United Sta‘es senator, as a 
commissioner from the confederate 
‘states of America. Hilliard made a 
long argument in favor of secession,and 
at its conclusion, a resolution was 
adopted authorizing the governor to 
appoint three Commissioners to act for 
the state in arranging the conditions 
by which Tennessee should be adinit» 
ted to the confederacy. The commis- 
gioners met, and a copy of their agree- 
ment is shown, signed by G. A Henry, 
A. W. Totten and Washington Barnes, 
for Tennessee, and H. W. Hilliard, for 
the confederate states of America. This 
document appears ov the journal of 
the legislature May 7, 1861, as a “con- 
vention, agreement and military league 
with the confederate states, forthe pur- 
pose of meeting pressing exigencies af 
fecting the common rights, interests 
and safety of said state and said con- 
federacy.” 

All this is, of course, horrible 
to the bafiled editors of the court 
papers, but it'.is plain that it 
can’t well be undone. This adminis-~ 
tration claims to appoint men with re- 
gard to their present fitmess and not 
with reference to their politics in 1861. 
We were not consulted in reference to 
Mr. Hilliard’s appointment, and it is in 
one sense, none of our business; but 
we presume we will be permitted to 
shed a tear over the discomfiture of the 
New York and Chicago organs. 


THE RESUMPTION QUESTION. 


The Baltimore Sun has heretofore 
been an advocate of hard money with- 
out qualification ; and no better indi- 
cation is wanted of the change that is 
rapidly taking placeon the currency 
question in the middle and eastern 
states than a recent editorial of that 
widely-circulated paper. “It is doubt- 
ful,” says the Sun at the outset, 
“whether the republicans who framed 
the bill fixing January 1, 1879, as the 
day on which specie payments were to 
be resumed, were not more governed 
in doing so by party exigencies than 
from any sincere belief that resump- 
tion would take placa at the appointed 
time. The verv fact that they passed 
none of those laws that were necessary 
to prepare the way for resumption 
would seem to indicate that they ex- 
pected to keep the promise to the ear, 
but break it to the hope.”’ 

It shows that resumption was and is 
impracticable by the experience of 
England. After peace was declared in 
1814 parliament made several attempte 
to set a time when payments should be 
resumed in specie, out the redundancy 
and depreciation of paper was such 
that resumption was found to be im-~ 
possible. At length, in 1819, it was 
determined “that the country should 
return as speedily as possible to the 
ancient standard of yalue in the estab- 
lishment of a metalic currency.” To 


,accomplish this an act was passed en- 


forcing a gradual contraction of the 
paper currency. This contraction, 
which commenced late in that year, 
aided by the revulsion following a 
commercial crisis, enabled the Bank of 
England to resume paymentin May, 
1821. 

The article conciudes: “ Although 
but eighteen months remain before re. 
sumption is called for by law, it is well 
understood that no effort has been 
made either by the nationa] banks or 
the secretary of the treasury to lay in 
a stock of gold adequate to meet the 
demand that would ensue, When the 
Bank of England resumed specie pay-~ 
ments in 1821 its proportion of paper 
to bullion was as twenty-three of the 
tormer to elevenof the latiet. Wehave 
at this time some seven hundred mil- 
lions of paper money afloat, and, as one 
of our contemporaries remarks, ‘it 
would be impossible to maintain coin 
payments on an accumulation of one 
or two hundred millions of specie. Yet 
this 1s what our resumption managers 
propose.’ ”’ 

The plain meaning of this significant 
article of the Sun is that we are not 
prepared to resume specie 
payments—that there i3 not a 
sufficient amount of gold on hand, nor 
will there be at the resumption date, 
to justify resumption and make it a 
permanent thing. The strike is break

The latter 
figure recalls ominously the first outbreak of 
the confederate war, when President Lincoln 
summoned the same number of volunteers to 
put dowa the insurrection which that summons 
forthwith conyerted into the greatest ciyil war 
on record, The public danger at that time was 
no doubt greater, but appea rances were hardly 
more grave, and assuredly the state of the covun- 
try, the ordinary pusinese of life, the commu- 
nications of commerce, and the affairs of the 
Ggnotry were less disturbed than at present. 
The militia, though greatly improyed sinee the 
war, both by the experience then gained by 
more than a million of citizens afterward re- 
turned to civil life, and by improved discipline 
and training, is still a comparatively loose and 
imperfectly disciplined body, better fitted to de- 
fend fordfeations than to perform the most 
difficyit of military duties —conflict with a su- 
perior number of armed rioters iu the sireets 
The situation is anxious and dangerous in the 
extreme, but the courage, patriotism and good 
sem.e of the American people will prove ‘fully 
equal to the emergency.

Chicago Tribane, Rep. 

We have not been regaled during 
the last few days with any graphic 
descriptions of tLe horrors certain to 
be entailed by President Hayes’ policy 
of pacification toward the southern 
states. We have seen no accounts of 
the imminent danger of another rebel- 
lion on account of the withdrawal of 
the United States troops from the 
southern states. We have not heard 
of any general uprising of the whites 
of the south to slaughter and extermi- 
nate the blacks while the north was 
engaged in putting down mobs at 
home. It may have occurred to some 
people that, for some days past, the ex 
treme south has been the most peace- 
able and quiet section of tne country ; 
that it has had no emeutesto dea! 
with; that there have been no 
assault upon the transportation 
interests; that there have been 
no conflicts between the authorities 
aud lawless gangs of intimidators; that, 
in fact, outside the states of Maryland 
and West Virginia, which recognized 
the authority of the general govern- 
ment, by invoking its aid, the southern 
states have been in a condition to 
tender the government their assistance, 
The first state which notified the presi- 
dent that it would respond generously 
to anv call for volunteers, and furnish 
well armed and equipped and drilled 
men for national serv’ce, was the state 
of Virginia, and the entire seuth has 
evinced a fidelity to the government 
and a repect for law throughout this 
emergency which at.ests mo:e ppinted:

since the war the restoration of the 
common sentiment of nationality. 

Does not the experience of the past 
week fully confirm the wisdom of the 
course adopted by President Haves to- 
ward the South? If this strike had oc~ 
curred during the time the United 
States troops were engaged in sustain- 
ing the carpet-bag goveraors of south- 
ern states, hateful to the people and 
tolerated only under submission to su-~ 
perior force, would it have been safe to 
use the United States army for the sup- 
pression of domestic violence in the 
northern states?

C., July 27,—Precocity in 
crime is not met with frequently among 
the negroes, and instances of it are 
rare in ourstate.

A strong effort was made to 
incorporote this#.ystem into the new 
copstitution, but it was deteated. 
proposition to make the judiciary 
elective was also put forward and ably 
supported, but it was rejected A 
course 3aomething in the nature of a 
go. den mean was then ado; ted and the 
judges were deciared elective, but 
their election was intrusted to the gen- 
eral assembly, and not to the hands 
of the people. In the debate on the 
subject, many of the stock arguments 
on both sides were put clearly and orci- 
biy. In behalf of the provision intrust- 
ing the power of electing the judges to 
the people it was urged that i the peo- 
ple were intelligent and pure as the 
theory of our government supposes 
them to be, then they could safely ex-~ 
ercise the right of selecting the judi- 
ciary. Party caucuses and popular 
elections may be corrupting influences, 
but it was argued thatthe choice made 
through such agencies would be as good 
as that made by a single man swayed 
by pou.itical prejudices, private friend 

ship and personal ambition, or by a 
gen eral assembly divided into cliques 
and bound by ante-electiuon pledges. 
Men disposed to take this view of the 
matter were more willing to trust the 
people of the commonwealth than a 
single ruler or legislative body. They 
held that if the people were fit to 
choose an executive and a legislature to 
be empowered to appoint judges, why 
should the people be esteemed un- 
worthy or incapable of a direct decision 
in regard to the judiciary? On the 
other hand it was urged that 
judges were experts chosen 
with regard to their skill, of which 
ordinary voters could know nothing; 
that the main characteristic of the 
judge should be independence—a qual- 
ity which nO man could have who was 
obliged to curry favor with politicians 
in order to keep his position —and that 
appointed judges had as a matter of 
fact been better than those who had 
been elected. Some ot the advocates of 
an appointed judiciary maintained that 
such a system in no way involved a 
forfeiture of the sovereignty of the peo- 
ple, since it was but the delegation of 
power to a particular person or set of 
persons, according to the custom estab- 
lished with regard to all political privi- 
leges, even the suffrage being confined 
to one perron in six, Mr. Toombs, 
however, took bolder ground. While 
arguing strongly that it was the part of 
wisdom in the people to intrust 
certain duties to particular persons who 
could perform them better than the 
public at large, as private individuals 
yaye out work to skilled laborers, he 
went a step further, expressed his 
opinion that the people were not fit to 
do all the work of a complex govern~ 
ment, and declared that halt a million 
of savages had been injected into the 
commonwealth who knew nothing of 
seli-rule and were incapable of it. He 
said “they were put upon us bv those 
people in the north who intend to make 
good government in the south impossi 

ble for all time to come, and, before God, 
l believe they succeeded. ‘he day 
will never come when your social sys~ 
tem will be such as to permit periect 
freedom in organizing your govern- 
ment.” With sucha theme it is not 
strange that he made a speech spark- 
ling with bitter and brilliant points 
against the idea of a government of the 
poor and ignorant. His onslaught upon 
the negroes was, however, answered 
by another delegate, who eulogized 
them with great enthusiasm. It seems 
to us that the analogy generally drawn 
in discussing the question from the case 
of England applied to the appointment 
of the judiciary in this country is nota 
correct one, as here we have no ap- 

pointing power which is set supreme 
above the vicissitudes of party strife, 

everybody, from the president to the 
voter, being more or less under temp- 

tation to make the judiciary a piece of 

political machinery. What is needed to 
secure good judges are virtue and pub- 

jic spirit on the part of those who ap- 

point or elect, a long term of service 

and the establishment of the custom 

of reelection or reappointment. 

Long terms make'a judge independent 

and secure and give him familiarity 

with the duties of his office. Many of 

the evils that have arisen among the 

judiciary in various parts of the coun- 

try come from the lack of skill due to 

a brief tenure of office rather than from 

tailure to select a fair candidate for the
